calf serum ($25 to $110 per liter) and other unborn- 
calf specialty products are a source of profits (which 
they do not pay for). If existing research and experi- 
ence are considered the best guide, pregnancy testing 
on arrival, along with the proper use of abortifacients, 
will increase the profitability of feeding heifers. 
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
